HE proposal to impose conscription in Northern 


Ireland has been dropped. Mr. Churchill announced 


yesterday that the British 


Government had come to the conclusion that at the present 
time it would be more trouble than it was worth to enforce 


such a policy. 


. Mr. Andrews, Northern Ireland Prime Minister, 
said that the decision would be loyally accepted. He and 
his colleagues had always felt that conscription was the 
only fair method of recruitment. 


STATEMENT BY MR. DE VALERA 


Mr. de Valera, when informed of the decision, said 
that the Irish Government had stated its position, and 
could not, of course, be taken as accepting any implica- 
tions contained in the words in which the announcement 


was made. 


He was, however, very glad, and thanked 


God that the wise decision had been taken. 


Mr. Cosgrave said yesterday: “We may thank God 
that there is no intention to enforce conscription in 


Northern Ireland.

MR. CHURCHILL’S STATEMENT 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Churchill announced that Sir Hugh 
O’Neill had a question on the paper on 
the application of Conscription. to 
Northern Ireland. 

“IT said a week ago,” continued Mr. 
Churchill, “ that this matter had been 
engaging our attention, and we have 
made a number of inquiries in various 
directions, with the result that we have 
come to the conclusion that at the pre- 
sent time, although there would be no 
dispute about our rights or merits, it 
would be more trouble than it is worth 
to enforce such a policy.”

MR. ANDREWS ON ATTITUDE 
OF MR. DE VALERA 


From Ovrn Rerorrer. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


The Prime Minister of Northern Ire- 
land (Mr. J. Ms Andrews), at the 
sitting of the Northern Ireland Parlia- 
ment this afternoon, said :— 

“I observe that in the Dail yester- 
day Mr. de Valera and representatives 
of the Opposition parties referred to 
the question of applying compulsor 
military service to Northern Ireland. 
In my opinion this was unwarrantabie 
interference, Northern Ireland is part 
of the United Kingdom. Its epnstitu- 
tional position has been clearly defined 
and established by statute. Therefore, 
all matters co with Northern 
Ireland are completely outside the 
jurisdiction of the Eire Government, 
and so they shall remain. 

“On behalf of the Government of 
Northern Ireland, I repudiate. the 
claim of Mr. de Valera to speak in the 
name of the le of this area. We 
in Ulster desire that, the relationship 
between Éire and ourselves shall be 
that of friendly neighbours. But this 
is only possible if each Government 
scrupulously refrains from intervention 


in the affairs of the other. Instead of 
this, Mr. de Valera, by his attitude 
towards Northern Ireland, maintained 


throughout a long period of years, has 
aroused bitterness and animosity which 
I personally deplore. :

SHIPS USED 
Aircraft From -Both 
Sides of Atlantic 


THE BISMARCK, 35,000 tons German battleship, 

which sank H.M.S. Hood on Saturday, was sunk 
a after being chased for nearly 2,000 miles by 
attleships, cruisers, destroyers and aircraft-carriers of the 
British Navy. The chase covered the waters of the North 
Atlantic, from Greenland to a point off the coast of 
Northern France. From Britain, from Newfoundland, 
and from the aircraft-carriers Ark Royal and Victorious 
‘planes swept the skies. 


The main body of the British Home Fleet, under the 
command of Admiral J. C. Torey aboard H.M.S. King 
George; a force from Gibraltar, led by Vice-Admiral Sir 
James Somerville on H.M.S. Renown, and two powerful 
men-of-war, H.M.S.-Rodney and H.M.S. Ramilies, en- 
gaged on Atlantic convoy escort duty, joined in the chase. 
Other British ships engaged included H.M.S. Norfolk, 
H.M.S. Suffolk, H.M.S. Prince of Wales, H.M.S. 
Shefheld, H.M.S. Cossack, H.M.S. Zulu, H.M.S. 
Maori and H.M.S. Dorsetshire. 


Damaged in the earlier engagement, repeatedly 
struck by aerial torpedoes, the Bismarck limped painfully 
through the mists. Tribal class destroyers closed in and de- 
livered a further volley of torpedoes, and she appeared to 
be stopped. But she made a plucky effort to escape her 
final doom. After some time her engineers managed to get 
the ship moving again, and reconnaissance aircraft reported 
that her fire power was still formidable. ; 


Ín a last desperate encounter she engaged British 
destroyers, but soon the heavy ships came up, and to 
H.M.S. Dorsetshire, a cruiser, fell the task of administer- 
ing the coup de grace. At 11.01 the Bismarck sank be- 
neath the waves.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
PROCLAMATION 


CALL TO ALL 
LOYAL CITIZENS 


The Presiden proclaiming an 
‘‘unlimited national emergency,’ 
declared that the objectives of the 
Axis belligerents included the over- 
throw throughout of the world of the 
existing democratic order and the 
world-wide domination of peoples and 
economics. Indifference by the United 
States to the increasing menace would 
be perilous, and common prudence 
required that for the security of the 
nation and of the hemisphere 

‘We should pass from peace-time 
authorisations of military strength to 
such a basis as will enable us to cope 
instantly and decisively with any 
attempt at the hostile encirclement 
of this hemisphere, or the establish- 
ment of any base. for aggression 
against it, as well as to repel threat 
of predatory incursion by foreign 
agents into our territory and society.”

of enrolments for the current year was 
38,720. The teaching staffs in secondary 
schools were increasing in proportion.
